Years 


Wrangell was shocked Tuesday 
morning when it became known 
that Al Osborn had passed away. 

Mr. Osborn returned Saturday 
from Tacoma where he had been 
to place his son, John, in the 
Cushman school. He complained 
of not feeling well and on Tues- 
day was removed to the home of 
Councilman E. A. Lindman, and 
a doctor summoned. Although 
he did not appear to be suffering 
it was evident that he was sink- 
ing and at 6 o'clock Tuesday 
morning he breathed his last. 

Al Osborn was born in thestate 
of Indiana 56 years ago. Before 
he was grown he went to Ar- 
kansas.

During his long residence in 
Wrangell Mr. Osborn has fol- 
lowed various occupations.

Salmon River 
Section Active 


The great mineral area up the 
Salmon River valley will be hum- 
ming with development work this 
winter. Practically all of the op- 
erating companies will continue 
working. Next season promises 
to be a banner one. The great 
Premier mine, siluated about 13 
miles up from the mouth of Salmon 
River at Hyder, will devote the 
winter to mining, and it is reported 
that the program is an extensive 
one, not only contemplating the 
early shipment of the $200,000 
worth of ore already on the dump, 
but the extraction of more ore to be 
hauled to the beach with snow 
motors, of which it is understood a 
number have been ordered. The 
first of these new tractors is due 
here on any boat now. 

A compressor plant and other 
machinery is to be installed at the 
mine and it is understood that this 
is to gO in over the snow early in 
the season.
